Mixed Schools.

Tbe United Slates Courts and 
\egro Testimony. 

In our advocacy of a change in the 
laws of testimony our readers will bear 
as oat that we have never appealed to 
any argument of expediency, preferring 
to rest the question upon the broad 
grounds of right and justice. We have, 
however, frequently been questioned to 
know whether in ease the State laws were 
so amended, the Federal jurisdiction, in 
cases in which buch testimeny was in 
volved, would be yielded to the State 
courts. To met t such inquiries, which, 
with many, may be regarded as an addi- 
tional argument for the passage of such 
a bill, we sb bruit tha following o-rrespon 
deuce:

Sir : — I have your letter of this date, 
in which yon aak me to state "npon wb*t 
groand, according to the decisions of 
the District and Circuit Courts of tbe 
United States, for tbe District of Ken- 
tucky, these courts entertain jurisdiction 
ol criminal proceed! Dgs involving inju- 
ries to negroes ?" In reply, I have the 
honor to stato that the sole groand of 
jmisdictioo, as I have understood tho 
ruling* of the coarts, is, that tbe colored 
people are lenied the right to give evi- 
dence in the courts of the -State against 
white persons. 

I have several rimes heard the Hon. 
Bland Ballard, District Judge lor thi* 
district, <ay, in charge- to grand juries, 
that the courts of the United States 
would not have jurisdiction in cases such 
as you have stated, when the Legisla- 
ture of the State passed a statute giving 
to tbe colored people the same right to 
testify in the courts of the States as is 
now enjoyed by a hiie persons. 

I will farther state that tbe court has 
held that, in every iudictmeot under the 
civil rights bill, it is best to make the 
following averment in order to give the 
court jurisdiction of the case, to-wit 
•That the said A. B was then and there 
a citizen of the United States, of the 
African race, having been born in the 
said United States, and not subject to 
any foreign power ; and who was then 
and there, and is now. denied the right 
to testify ami to give evidence against 
the said C D.. who is a white person, and 
concerning the said crime in the courts 
and judicial tribunal of the State of 
Kentucky, which said denial was. and is, 
solely on account of the race and color 
of the said A. B."

An OdlonH BUI iu Ulftfavor. 

General Botl -r's bill to prevent and 
punish outrages upon loyal citizens in 
the South, and taking and preserving the 
evidence of the claims ot such citizens 
for property takeu during the war by 
the army, is freely criticised. More than 
950 Commissioners are authorized by 
the bill, one for each county in twelve 
States, and one for each city of over 20, 
000 inhabitants. Thee officers will 
be paid only by fees, aod will naturally 
eudevor to create business for their own 
profit. This they can do only by encour- 
aging the people to prefer claims against 
the United States, or by arresting persons 
suspected of Kuklux offenses, and bind 
ing them over in the United States Dis 
trict Courts for trial. Tbe result would 
be an enormous amout of claims, and 
more criminal business for the district 
courts than they could dispatch in ten 
years. Tho bill also virtually takes from 
the State courts all juurisdiction over 
criminal offenses. General Batler an 
nounces his determination to push the 
bill to a vote next week.
